NEW YORK — Scientists have found a dmg that wiped out human 
—leukemia cells in mice, giving them a potential weapon against the most 
common cancer in children. 

The drug blocks-a chemical signal that the acute lymphoblastic leukemia 
cells need to survive. The general idea behind the drug" may also apply to 
finding new treatments fof other types of cancer, said researcher Dr. 
Chaim Roifman. 

An estimated 3,500 new cases of the leukemia, called ALL, occurred in 
the United States last year, 2,000 of them in children, according to the 
Leukemin Society of America.- ...... 

Traditional chemotherapy cures most patients, but about 20 percent suf- 
fer a relapse and have a poorer prognosis.

Mouse defect may-help explain addiction 


„ NEW YORK — Scientists have created a strain of mice that lack a key 
component of a brain communication system — a step that could shed 
■ light on drug addiction, Parkinson's disease and schizophrenia. 

The mice will help researchers understand brain cell circuits that com- 
municate with a chemical messenger called dopamine. 

In these circuits, one brain cell signals another by releasing bits of 
dopamine. Then it retrieves the dopamine with a structure called a 
dopamine transporter, which terminates the signal.

Scientists find 


BOSTON (AP) — Doctors have 
long suspected that sudden stress 
can trigger cardiac arrest, and the 
Los Angeles earthquake two years 
ago hasgiven them dramatic proof. 

A review of Los Angeles County 
coroners records show that five 
- times more people than usual-died- 
of cardiac arrest on the day of the 
quake. Indeed, cardiac arrest was 
almost as big a cause of death as 
injuries. 

The quake shook the Los 
Angeles area awake at 4:3 1 a.m; 
on Jan. 17, 1994. When the day 
was over, 101 people hod died, 29 
from injuries. Fifty-one died of 
heart disease, including 24 from 
cardiac arrest. 

An analysis by Dr. Robert A. 
Kloncr and others .from Good 
Samaritan Hospital in Los Angeles 
found that the number of sudden 
cardiac deaths jumped on quake 
-day. Before the earthquake, there 
were five a day; dilring the week 
.aflerward, the average fell to fewer 
than! three per doy. 

.This suggests to the researchers 
that the quake triggered cardiac 
arrest in people with bad heart dis- 
ease who, in many coses, were des- 
tined to die soon anyway.

Fair is if you’ve been real fortu- 
nate in this country, you pay a little 
more. That’s fair. And what wc try.

give everyone else an opportunity 
to be fortunate, too. 

3. Trickle-down economics does 
not work. Wc proved this by trying 
it not once, but twice — and from 
different sides. In the 1980s, under. 
Reagan, the rich got richer, but it 
didn’t trickle down.

WASHINGTON - Fighting fire with fire has 
now become an official part of federal govern- 
ment policy. 

Federal officials ‘acknowledged Wednesday 
that a hodge-podge of policies has wrongly 
excluded fire as a management tool for some of 
the nation’s parks and forests. They now arc 
pushing a universal policy to use natural blazes 
as fire prevention for the federal government's’ 
more 600 million acres of land. 

“Wildland fire respects no boundaries or cate- 
gories* and neither can we,” said ’Interior 
Scttetaiy Brace Babbitt in a statement announc- 

— ing-hi s su p p ort- f orthe-policyr- — 

Thp,umbrclla policy, for. fire, requested by . 

interior’s Babbitt and Agriculture Secretary Dan 
Glickman a year ago, will for the first time 
apply to all land management agencies includ- 
ing the Forest Service, Bureau of Land 
Management, National Park Service, Fish nnd 
Wildlife Service and Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

.Allowing fires, set by lightening or accidental- 
ly, to bum out themselves is not a new practice - 
eastern and southern regions have historically 
•avoided fire' suppress ion and even set somc’of 
their own. But after a congressional and public 
. putcry’ following the massive blazes of 1994 that 
burned two million acres in the West and killed 
,34 firefighters, the feds decided a new plan wns 
necessary.

Despite misgivings, members of 
the House Revenue nnd Taxation 
Committee on Wednesday voted' 
introduction of a bill .from Gov. 
Phil Batt to waive the Jirait,! if nec- 
essary, to pay for flood' damage in 
northern Idaho. , - \ 

According, to the bill, the 3 por- 
cent cap will not apply to any coun- . 
ty which has been declared a disas- 
ter area if the spending is for flood-' 
related purposes. 

Michael Ferguson, chief stntc 
economist, said the waiver ‘is good 
for just one year. 

If flood relief programs continue 
for more than the year of the disas- 
ter declaration, officials will have 
to seek taxpayer approval for, high- 
er property taxes. ' 

Rep., Frank Bruneel, WR- 
Lewiston, raised the possibility 
that the flood relief money would 
go. into a county’s base budget so 
it could levy higher property taxes 


in the future. To make sure" that 
doesn’t happen, Ferguson left the 
meeting, had a pew bill drafted 
and it was introduced in place of 
the original before the meeting 
ended. 

Some lawmakers thought local 
units of government already had 
authority to exceed the tax limit in 
emergencies. But'Ferguson said' the 
cap imposed last'July was a "hard" 
limit on taxing authority in coun- 
ties. 

Committee chairman Rep. Steve 
Antone, R-Rupcrt, ; ftnd other com- 
mittee members said there was' a 
p ossibil I tyrthar weakcnin^the-3- 
pcrcent cap for flood relief could

“There’s always. that possibility,” 
Antone said. 

Rep. Jim Kempton, R-Albion, 
said in emergencies, there’s little 
the Legislature con do except to 
approve the exemption. 

“It should be of short duration," 
he said. 

Ferguson said the exemption will 
be narrowly applied ond what the 
money goes for must be specifical- 
ly identified. 

Antone said the bill will return to 
his committee for action as soon as 
the paperwork is complete.

' After ninth grade, students' who qualify can 
attend a university, paid for by the govern- 
ment. Others would attend trade programs or 
go into the workforce. 

He said teachers' pay is commensurate with 
this country, considering their teachers have 
their household utilities paid by the govern- 
ment. • 

And he admired the American system for 
allowing its gifted students to select subjects 
of interest to them, and for letting schools 
choose curriculum and textbooks.
